The deſtruc- 
tion of many millions of ſouls, maſſacred by 
European barbarity *; the depopulation of our 
own countries , occafioned by the avaricious de-

The purging powders of 
Ailhaud , Mercury under a faline form, the uſe 
of acids and of ſalts, meet every day with obf- 
truction; while compoſitions of Hemlock, of 
Brimſtone , Soap-pills, with alkaline and fulphe- 
rous plants, are preſcribed for maladies in which: 
they are ſo far from having. the proper effect, 
that the y are more likely to lay tke foundation 
of the very ills themſelves, which they are meant 
to cure, in the mgſt healthy perſons who should 
venture to uſe them for any time, 


I should find no manner of difficulty to make 
good my aflertion ; but my purpoſe at preſent , 
is not to write a complete Treatiſe on the Ma- 
teria Medica. Thoſe who are inſtructed in the art 
of Chymiſtry, and verſed in the ſcience of Phy-

ſearch after the precious remedy here preſented 


to the World; and whom repcated experiments , 
made with skill and knowledge, have convinced 
that it is an aſſured defence againſt every Vene-

Though the matter here treated of, be a nice 
ſubject for delicate and chaſte minds, there need 
be no apprehenfion that there will be any offence 
given to the moſt ſerupulous decency ; for what- 
ever is the moft uſeful to mankind , ought alſo 


be the moſt modeſtly propoſed. 


It is then in vain that the fear of encouraging 
libertiniſm (a puerile notion, which can only 


affect weak minds) should rife up in arms againſt

A wife Government 
ought to uſe the moſt effectual means of deſ- 
troying fo formidable an enemy, which poiſons 
the very ſource of life, andequally attncks both 
great and ſmall. th; 

A regular vifitation of the public Stews, eſta- 
blished by authority, woued prevent all the fatal 
confeqeences attending them ; and a ſevere pu- 
nishment of thoſe who should de found to be in- 
fected, would be but juſtice , as they might then 
have a certain means in their power, if this me- 
dicine was ſupplied them, to prevent the con- 


tagion, 


But to ſtop the evil in its ſource , would it 
not be proper to render te Keepers, af ſuch 
Houſes , reſponſible for the health of the vo- 
men received under their diſciphne ? And on 
the firſt complaint, they ought to be punished; 
with the more reaſon , for that having the pre- 
ſervative in their hands, of warranting their

W. E NE VERA they have had a connection 
Y with a ſuſpected perſon, they should im- 
mediately vash the nut, or gland, and the in- 
tire yard, vith this liquid; then preſs the penis 
well, vith their fingers, in order to ſqueeze 
out any remains of the ſeed which might reſted 
in the channel oſ the urether, and then vash all

Aſterwards, pour a little of tbe liquid into 
a wine-glaſs ( ſee Figure IX), and plunge the 
extremity of the yard into it, ſo as to cover the 
prepuce , letting it lie immerſed therein, for 
about three or four minutes; and no further 
precaution vill be neceſſary; for, after this ope- 
ration, one may be certain that no ill conſe- 
quences are to be dreaded, though the woman 
might have been ever ſo deeply infected. | 
Y Fhough two ablutions may be ſufficient, yet; 
as in ſuch a caſe one should make ſurety doubly 
ſure; the washing may be repeated at bed - time, 
or at any convenient time after the firſt opera- 
tion.

This was 
pretty near the wicked wish of Nero; that all

To convey an idea of the ſubſtance, that this 
ſelf named Phyſician of edinburgh , would re- 
commend , one need only preſent the Reader

Syſtem : where ſo ſtrong a corrofive would nat 
fail to occaſion the greateſt diſorder in the ma- 


chine, and create the moſt excruciating pains, 


But it would be a happy eſcape to compound 
for the ſufferings only ; fo | 


r a general inflamma- 
tion would be more likely to enſue, bringing 
on a Gangrene , ending in a mortification and 


death! 


Such a medicine as this, vas ſurely never em- 


ployed in Phyſic before, except to eat away the 
proud flesh of c uld Ulcers; for an Alkali rende- 
red cauſtic, is wt at they call, in Su gery, Lapis 


Infernalis, or So id Vitriol, which is never uſed 


for 
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for fear of the dangerous offects it may have, 


even on the moſt callous parts of the body. This 
is, hqwever, the remedy that this ſame Quack 
Doctor of Edinburgh has imported to us from 
Scotland, which he bas boldly advertiſed to the 
Public , and to which experiment _ weak 
and credulous perſons may too prohably have 
already fallen a ſacrifice. 

But what makes the thing moſt ſingular , is; 
that the very Author himſelf, in his printed 
Rhapſody, page 25 , confeſſes , « That there 
» might reſult ſome dangerous effects from his 
« medicine, to perſons whoſe organs may be too 
» ſenſible or tender », If this be the cate, with 
what effrontery can he propoſe it as a _ ? 
And the hazard of making even one ſingle perſon 
to perish miſerably , should it not have deterred 


him from offering a medicine to the Public, as 
apocryphel as dangerous, which, according to 


his own acknowledgement, page 24, « in certain 
» caſes , ſerves but to increaſe the malady » ? 
This Scotch compoſition , inſtead of occaſio- 


ning a new combination in the conſtituent parts 


of the Virus, ſo as to deſtroy its poiſon , upon 
which alone depends the ſucceſs of a Preſerva- 


tive Medicine, muſt rather neceſſarily ſupply it 


vith a greater activity, and augment its malig- 
nant and corroſive properties. N 

If a Cauſtic Alkali can be ſaid to cure a per- 
ſon of this shocking diſorder , it can only be by, 
deſtroying the interior texture of thoſe channels 


which may be impregnated with the evil; juſt 


as the ſudden amputation of a limb, infected 


vith the venom of a Viper; or the bite of a Mad

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misfortunes. But we muſt confeſs that a remedy

hill that in{the quality of a ſalt, it is diſſoluble in 


all aqueous fluids; it is capable of infinite divi- 
ſion, and meeting withthe Virus, in its paſſage , 


1 the Marine acid, which is one conſtituent part 


of the metallic ſalt, diſengages itſelf from its 
baſis, to incorporate vith the venom, and forms 
a newſalt , which being likewiſe diſſolvable in 
the watery humours, of the body, diſſipates 
itſelf through the excretory ducts, and the me- 
tallic baſes revives and returns to quickſilyer , 
which becoming volatile by the natural heat of 
the blood, evaporates through the pores. 
Beſides, this metallic baſe', or principle, in 
the medicine, is in ſo ſmall a quant ty, and ſo 
divided, that it can do but very little injury, 
even if it should remain in the yeſlels of the

this would rather increaſe the evil, than leſſen 
it; and whoever imagines himſelf to have been 
cured of any Venereal Taint, by this means, 
may depend upon it that he impoſes on himſelf, 


Tis juſt ſucha remedy as the Key of S. Hubert, 


to which the ignorance and ſuperſtition of the

venomous, the Patient may recover with it, or 


vit out it ; but the reſt die all mad, in ſpite of 
all the keys on the bunch. | 


After all that has been ſaid , one may eaſil 


Judge of the difference between the two Reci- 


pes, here ſpoken of, and determine to which of 


them the preference ought to be given. The one, 
named The Vater of Safety , may be adminiſtred 


in all poſſible circumſtances of the Diſorder, 


without the leaſt manner of hazard; it is a Pre-

tating them; and made uſe of in either way , as a 
topical or internal medicine, it will neither occa- 
ſion ſwellings, nor induce inflammation. _ 
Applied to Shankers, Buboes , and all Vene- 
real Ulcers, it cleanſes them, and aſſiſts their 
recovery: taken inwardly , it cures the moſt

It is this double motive which has prompted me 
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inveterate Pox, or Gonorrhea, though they 


might have reſiſted every other Preſcription; 
and overcomes all manner of Scorbutic Com- 


plaints , the Fluor Albus, and every kind of 
Tetter, Ring- worm, or Itch. 

The Cauthic Alkali, even by the. e 
of the Edinburgh Quack, cauſes ſometimes (he 
Should have ſaid, always ) Inflammations „Swel- 
lings in the Groin, and Women muſt not ven- 
ture to uſe it at all. See page 56, where he ſays: . 


If they should adminiſter this remedy (Al- 


„ kali), to Women they are not to expect any 
„ manner of ſucceſs from it, becauſe the parts to

» even ſuppoſing that it might effect a cure of

to make of a Medicine which is uſeleſs to one

should be weakened with equal quantities of 
of clear Milk whey , or River-water filtrated ;

No. 2. For the Ptiſan. 
TAK E, an uonce, i.e. about a large hand- 
ful, of Pearled Barley, Oatmeal, or Crumbs of 


Bread; boil it in three pints of Water, till they 
evaporate to two; then take the veſſel off the 


fire, and throw in ſome Liquorice, or Mallows 
Root, with halfa dozen Figs, or a ſcore of Rai- 


ſins, with the ſeeds taken out. Leave them all 
to infuſe together, for a quarter of an hour, and 
ſtrain off the liquor; which will be fufficient be- 
verage for a day, and should be kept in a glaſs- 


decanter, or a veſſel of glazed earthen-ware. 


The pulp of a couple of boiled Apples , would 
be an improvement to it. | 
In hot countries, or in very warm weather , 
one may ad as much orange, Lemon, or Citron 
juice, and a little Sugar, as will render it pala- 
table, and more wholeſome alſo; or a ſmall 
ſeaſoning of Vinegar , as much as will give it an 
agreeable acid, may be uſed, inſtead of the 
fruits, where they are not to be had. 
Perſons who love Milk, with whom it agrees, 
or who happen otherwiſe to be in the courſe of 
ſuch a diet, may make it their daily beverage, 
mixed with water, or the Ptiſan; = withont 
adding any of the acids above-mentioned to it. 
And if the Patient ſubmitted himfelf to a Milk 
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Diet intirely, during the courſe, it would help 
to expedite the s ,́• ett 

The Ptiſan may be ſupplied by a ſmall Green 
Tea ſweetened with Syrop of Capillaire; to 
which should be added a little New Milk, in 
which the medicine may be taken. But in the caſe 
of a Clap, old or neuw, the patient should drink 
copiouſly of Lemonade, or of a Ptiſan made 
with a couple of Pippins peeled and cleared from 
their ſeed, cut into quarters, boiled in a pint 
and half of Water, with an ounce and a half 
of Sugar, *till the Apples are thoroughly done, 
and then the whole ftrained through a piece of 
linen, and the juice of a Lemon, or a Citron, 
added to it. If one has not all the requiſites to 
make this fort of Ptifan , the Patient may drink 
a light Lemonade inſtead of it , three pints at

TAKE an ounce of Famarinds, and boil
